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Taste of Victory 


(cont. from p1) 
The sweet taste of victory came late 
yesterday afternoon. 

The crisis began two days ago, 
while the patriot cadre was snug in the 
comfort of its successes. They had won 
a series of votes, although Samuel 
Adams' astute cousin John, 38, had 
analyzed the assembly as “опе third 
Whig, one third Tory and the rest 
mongrel.” To voice its opinions, the 
patriots also had the eloquence and 
prestige of Patrick Henry and Richard 
Henry Lee of Virginia. 

Among some of the patriots, 
overconfidence had grown to indiffe- 

i rence as Joseph Galloway took the 
floor at Carpenters’ Hall. This loyalist 
leader suddenly introduced “А Plan of 
Proposed Union between Great Britain 
and the Colonies.” 

They watched Joseph Galloway rise 
to speak, haughty in his bearing but 
wary of the prevailing political wind 
here. “I am,” he said, “as much a 
friend of liberty as exists. No man 
shall go farther in point of fortune or in 
point of blood than the man who now 
addresses you.” 

His words fell on them like a rain of 
arrows, piercing the seams that have 
held the patriot coalition together. 
This Congress had'convened to heal 
wounds, he declared. Its endorsement 
of the Suffold Resolves had sanctioned. 
sedition. Non-importation would rip 
away the last hope of reconciliation. If 
war comes, “America will be ruined.” 

But it is not too late, Galloway 
stated. His “Plan of Union" would 
bring colonies and crown together in a 
more equal partnership. This Congress 
could petition the King for a redress of 
colonial grievances. Internal colonial 
affairs would be conducted by a Grand 
Council, composed of representatives 
elected by each legislature. The King 
would appoint a President General of 


America. Peace, prosperity and liberty 
were within their reach-if only all 
colonies would abandon belligerence 
and embrace this plan. 

A stout old Quaker gentleman in a 
broad-brimmed hat whispered to us 
with a knowing nod of the head: “It's 
much like the old Albany Plan. Ben 
Franklin first came up with it twenty 
years ago.” X 

Galloway's speech still resounded 
in the ears of the delegates as New 
York's James Duane leaped up to 
second the proposal. Young John Jay, 
another New York delegate, followed. 
A third boost came from South 
Carolina's Edward Rutledge. The wave 
of enthusiasm for Galloway's plan was 
suddenly sweeping delegations. We 
could almost feel the once solid 
structure of the patriot faction 
breaking apart. 

A desperate Patrick Henry took the 
floor in opposition. “Their system 
would ruin the cause of America," he 
exclaimed. And referring to Britain's 
taxation without representation: "Be- 
fore we are obliged to pay taxes as 
they do, let us be as free as they." 

The result of the vote yesterday 
was no chance turn of patriot luck. 
Samuel Adams spent what may have 
been the longest night of his life 
repairing the battered patriot coalition. 
In the flickering candlelight of City 
Tavern, he hammered away relentless- 
ly at delegate commitments. 

Yesterday, by a vote of six colonies 
to five, Congress postponed considera- 
tion of the “Galloway Plan." The two 
delegates from Rhode Island differed, 
nullifying their colony's vote. 

The “Plan of Union” has been 
pigeonholed for later consideration, an 
almost-certain slow death. 

Joseph.Galloway must now be 
asking himself: did it kill the last hope 

for reconciliation with the mother 
country?

And when he spoke, he 
received cheers, whether he was 
taking a poke at modern 
education, calling the Askew 
administration an example of 
inefficiency or taking a law and 
order stance. 

“I went to court to try to stop 
it," Thomas remarked about the 
$42 million, 22-story capitol 
building now under construction 
in Tallahassee, “and if you elect 
me your governor, I'll do my best 
to stop it when I get in office." 

“But if I'm elected," he said, 
"and I can't stop the construc- 
tion, I'l tell you what. We're 
going to have the tallest jail in 
the country right there in 
Tallahassee.” 

Thomas informed the people 
at the dinner the state's prisons 
had been closed to new inmates 
because there was no more room. 
"I was asked not long ago if I 
have a prison reform platform. I 
said, yeah, build more prisons.” 

He said he personally likes 
Gov. Askew, a classmate of his at 
Florida State University, “but I 
believe this country is at war 
within itself and 1'd run against 
my own brother if he had the 
same policies as Reubin Askew.” 

On the increase of the state 
budget and the addition of 30,000 
new employes under the adminis- 
tration, he said, “He's a nice guy 
but we can't afford him.” 

He repeated former charges 
that large newspapers in the state 
are shielding Askew's record from 
the public and are giving the 
incumbent more coverage. He 
also repeated his challenge to 
Askew to participate in three 
one-hour television debates, 

"We «wouldn't ‘need anyone 
coming.on before us to tell the 
viewers what we were going to 
say,” Thomas said. "And we 
certainly wouldn't need any 
commentators to come on 
afterwards to tell you what we'd 
said because you'd be able to 
understand Jerry Thomas.”
